Another Of Garrard Coanlv's Prominent 
Citizens Passes Away. 

Mr. John Fletcher Rubles passed 

peacefully into the sleep that knows 
no awaking at his country home near 
Buena Vista last Tuesday morning. It 
was only the first of last week that his 
friends were surprised to learn of his 
critical illness. He was in Lancaster 
about three weeks ago actively engag- 
od in iNHinoaa natters V'^fH-g h^aitijy 
and robost aa oaoal, and rontinaJl to 
look after his affairs until aboata w o ek 
previous to his death. Mr. Rubles 
however, had been a sufferer at times 
of kidney trouble for several years and 
it was a sudden attack of the old dis- 
ease that caused his death. He had 
been eonflnod to Us bad only a week 
when the end famo. 

Everything that could be done by a 
devoted family with the assistance of 
nurses and the best medical skill that 
could be had to relieve him of his in 
tense suffering and restore him to health 
again was done but of no avail. Tht 
disease was too fiimly seated to bo ar- 
rested and when he rsaMssd that thi 
end was near, althonch suffering in- 
tensely he met the Masters call brave- 
ly like the man he was. 

Funeral services were conducted at 
the residence by Dr. E. H. Pierce 
Wednesday afternoon and the remains 
laid to rest in the Lancaster cemetery, 
attended by ■ large proeaaaion of 
sowteg rriativea and friends, 
many years deceased had been promi- 
nently connected with all public matters 
of importance in his county He was 
deeply interested in education and it 
was a source of great satisfaction that 
be had assisted in tbo locatio n and 
oractkm of tho now baadMBM 
dated aehaai b«ildiN( ids 
aad that be Hvod to see the work al- 
most completed. Although a man of 
strong convictions he was broadminded 
and treated those who differed with 
him with great respect and considera- 
He numbered his friends almo&t 
ia B cu s ainta ncaa and hiajnUnence 
fai peihieal mattaw waa aoa^ at all 
times as nmeh on a cec ant of his known 
loyalty to a cause and to bis friends as 
the benefits derived by his assistance. 
He always affiliated with the Democra- 
tic party and was recognized as one of 
the leaders of it in the county. He 
was honest and conscientious in his 
dealings with his faUowa and 
in Ua fallowaaa and 
loved to help tfaoae in need. loved 
right and always sided with the weal". 

He loved his neighbors and delighted 
to accommodate all who called for 
favors, and the doors of his hospitable 
home were always open to his frienib<.

Such teiuiH>r:iinent dui.-.^ 
nut Indicate nervoii.siiess, bat is the 
teiui)crament applied to buniuus as 
well as to niilnials, sjiare iu physlral 
makeup. Iliiinatis hnilt on this phiu 
are often extremely vinorons. Tlie size 
or the Hiiiuuiit of Itesh carried Is not at 
all an Indication of constitution. 

There Is only one test of coiistltntlon, 
and that Is the nnionnt of work the 
aidmal is able to do and stand up un- 
der the strain. Iu tbe case of tbe beef 
animal tbis Is tbe nmoout ot flesh it 
is able to pot on as a resnit of the 
amount of feed it consomea. If tbe 
l)oof cow is a Tigorons animal, eats 
heartily, growa fat and so Is not bus 
ccptible to diaeaae we mny aay she 
has a vigorous constitution. If. on tb«> 
other band, slie Is not anxious for ber 
feed. Is finicky In the iietoctloa of her 
feed, she Is regarded as'lacklag ia con 
stitutiou. 

The same ooudltioji applies exactly 
to dairy cows, the size of the fnmie or 
the quantity of moat on that frame not 
iK'ing a consideration. The fact Is 
that the dairy cow in the prodtietioii 
of dairy prodm-ts has 11 stRtlu on her 
animal luxly wliieh is in no manner 
iHliialcd by the l>e<»f animal. If 8h(> 
were weak constitutionally she would 
not be able to withstand tliis stniin. 
Tbe life of the dairy animal Is as Ions 
ns that of the beef animal, and there 
is no evidence whatever to show that 
dairy nnluials do not have n coustltn 
tlon In every res|>eet c^iual to l>oef ani- 
mals. It is a fact that in the very 
makeup of the dairy animal she is not 
able to resist cold rain and sleet to the 
same extent that the anliiuil elad with 
a thick coat of f>it and beef Is. If In 
tbe handling of tbe daby herd It la the 
Intent of the farmer to esiMse his cows 
to tbe rigor of the elements, then ho 
'Will find that his thin and siiare dairy 
aidmals will not resist the elements as 
do tbe beef auiimils. He wilt flud nt 
tbe same time, too. that be will not 
get milk from the dairy animals kept 
soeh eoadltkma.

five In each lot. and seven lots con 
tiiliitng from seventeen to twenty 
horses each. The piln made was 25.0 
pounds per horse In 1 10 days. 

■A ration coiisistlni; of oaf<. corn, 
wheat bran and tiniotliy hay In the 
ratio of 4:(!:-l:12 produeed six pounds of 
C.niii in 120 days, aial tb<; iiiiiiunis 
showed the best eondltini> of any in 
the test, but the ration ee.^t 19 eaats 
par day.— Far ni and I'lreside.

The doctor can detect some 
things which the layman can not; but 
the following signs anyone can notice. 
The commonest symptom is a con- 
tinual « ouRh, either a few spasms of 
coughing each day or a little hacking 
cough at intervals all day long. A 
slight feverish condition between one 
and seven o'clock in the afternoon, 
generally about 4 o'clock, and some- 
times lasting only a half hour, is an- 
other common sign. If a person has 
both the cough and the fever the 
trouble Is almost surely tuberculosis, 
especially If combined with a steady 
loss ot weight: a gradual loss of ap- 
petite; a feeling of being continually 
tired or lack of interest in life, or 
night sweats, the other common signs 
of beginning consumption. Any one 
of these persisting for soma weeks 
should cause the person concern and 
send him to the doctor. Don't delay. De- 
lay is dangerous! Find out what ails 
you! Everything can be gained and 
nothing can be lost by knowing 
whether or not your affliction is tuber- 
culosis.

Keep on friendly terms with your 
bath tub. It is the business of the 
skin to pass off to the surface of the 
body some of the waste products. In 
the process of hard manual work or 
violent exercises unusual large 
amounts of waste products are made, 
and the sweat carries them off with 
greater rapidity. The action of the 
breeze and the rubbing of the clothes 
remove some ot this waste, but it can 
not be thoroughly done except with 
water. A warm bath with the use of 
a little soap once a week is the min- 
imum with which the skin can do its 
best work. Baths can well be taken 
more frequently, especially if one 
takes a great deal of exercise. Quick 
baths In cold water without the use 
of soap toughens the body and makes 
one less liable to have colds. How- 
ever, such baths do not give the skin 
a thorouRh cleansing, and ought not 
to be taken by very delicate, sensitive 
people except under the recommenda- 
tion of a physician.
